You are hereby notified to meet at Town Hall in said Rindge 
on Tuesday, the twelfth day of March, next at nine o’clock in 
the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the ensuing year and make appropria- 
tions of the same. 

3. ‘To hear and act upon the reports of the Selectmen, Over- 
seer of the Poor, Town Treasurer, Town Clerk, and reports of 
all Agents, Committees, and Officers heretofore chosen, and act 
in any way relating thereto. 

4. To see if the Town will vote to allow the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 

5. To see what method the Town will adopt to collect taxes. 

6. To see if the Town will vote to appoint an Airport Com- 
mittee, authorized to consult with the representatives of the 
Federal and State Governments in all matters pertaining to the 
selection and approval of a suitable airport site in accordance

Each teacher has been provided with a chart regarding con- 
tagious diseases, from the State Board of Health. Each room 
has a Physical Growth Chart. A disease census card has been 
made out for each child. A health card is also on file for each 
child. 


Hot cocoa (co-operative plan) is served at noon at the West 
Rindge School. A Dental and Hygiene Project is being planned, 
also, at the West Rindge School. 


The co-operation of the teachers has been greatly appreciated, 
and at this time the Nurse extends her thanks to them.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Rindge: 

I submit at this time my twenty-eighth annual report. This 
is the forty-first in the series under union supervision. 

With this report is included the annual statistical table, the 
roll of perfect attendance, the report of Mrs. Helen L. Towne, 
R.N., for the period from January 3, 1945 to June 8, 1945, and 
the report of Mrs. Ola H. Myhaver for the months of November 
and December, 1945. 

The enrollment for the school year 1944-45 was 69, with an 
average membership of 59.22. For the first twelve weeks of the 
present year it was 60 with an average membership of 58. 

There was one teacher change from last year. Mrs. Mary M. 
Fitzgerald declined re-election to the West Rindge School and 
is now teaching in East Jaffrey. 

This vacancy was filled by the election of Mrs. Carrie S. Gray, 
a graduate of Salem, Mass., Teachers’ College who has had 
valuable teaching experience in rural as well as city schools. 


Mrs. Helen L. Towne resigned her position as school nurse in 
Jaffrey and Rindge at the close of the school year in June and 
Mrs. Ola H. Myhaver, who has been school nurse in Peter- 
borough during the past ten years, has taken over the work. 

The annual meeting of the State Teachers’ Association which 
was to have been held in Concord last October was cancelled 
and thus far no announcement has been made as to whether we 
shall have a County Institute in the spring. 

A meeting of the Educational Council was held at the date 
assigned for the association meeting, October 18, 1945 and the 
Cheshire County Teachers’ Association was represented by 
Headmaster Keach of Peterborough, and on the same day the 
Assembly of Delegates held their meeting and named the officers 
of the State Association for the coming year and considered the 
matters of the Association that came before the meeting. The 
Superintendent of Schools represented the supervisory union at 
this meeting. . 

Our schools are still faced with a serious shortage of teachers, 
and the salaries demanded by candidates without experience 
are higher than have been paid in the past to teachers of long 
experience. This condition will doubtless continue for a year or 
two more at least. 

During the war period Rindge has been more fortunate than 
most of the small towns in having experienced and capable 
teachers to carry on in the emergency. 

The proposal of a consolidated school for Rindge is one that 
should be supported. With only about sixty pupils scattered 
through four schools in town the cost of education is bound to 
be heavy. Better school facilities could be had and fewer teach- 
ers would be required in a central graded school. 
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It is to be hoped that some satisfactory plan may be adopted 
and that such a school may be secured in the near future. 

In closing I wish to thank the School Board, Teachers, Pupils 
and all citizens who have given their loyal support to our schools 
during the past year.

The close of the library year has now been moved forward to 
December 31, 1945, to co-incide with the calendar year which 
is the new Town year. This should be borne in mind when 
comparing the records of this report with those of the previous 
report of 1944-45. In eleven months of 1945 the total circula- 
tion of books is just ten less than for twelve months of the pre- 
ceding library year. We started 1945 with the handicap of 
having the Center library open only once a week for February 
and March due to the coal shortage. From that low beginning 
we have steadily progressed in activity to the end of the year, 
where we have arrived feeling rather breathless with hitherto 
undreamed of achievements; — our beautiful new ‘Symonds 
Memorial Reading Room,’ the organized ‘Citizens’ Library 
Committee,’ the first issue of the library bulletin ‘‘Rindge 
Villages’? which has awakened considerable interest afield, and 
the ever increasing supply of new books coming to us from 
friends and library funds: — all this has happened, not to men- 
tion the whispered expectancy for still further developments. 

Your librarian would like to express her gratitude for the con- 
tinuing support and helpful interest of the Library Trustees and 
especially this year does the librarian together with two of the 
Trustees wish to express their great appreciation to Mr. Harry 
FE. Sherwin for his untiring efforts and great amount of time and 
skill given in engineering our new projects to completion. His 
enthusiasm is contagious and is keeping all the personnel con- 
nected with the library on tiptoe. 

The Exchange services are pleasingly active especially in the 
schools and we are finding the children increasingly aware and 
desirous of using our books. We are grateful for the sympathetic 
interest and co-operation of all our teachers in helping the 
children to be responsible and care for the borrowed books. We 
thank Mrs. Edwin Symons for her generosity in opening her 
home for the Exchange service in East Rindge for the winter 
months and to Mrs. Edward Hunt, Miss Florence Danforth and 
Mr. Crowell, we owe sincere appreciation for their quiet and 
efficient service in helping to keep the library functions running 
smoothly and well.

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ABSTRACT OF SPECIAL TOWN MEETING 
Held October 26, 1945 at 7:30 P.M. 
ARTIGEHeI 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt Zoning Ordinances for 
the Town of Rindge agreeably to the provisions of the Revised 
Laws of New Hampshire. 


The following ordinances were presented to the voters by 
Australian ballot and passed by a majority vote: 


To promote the health, safety, convenience, and general wel- 
fare of the Town of Rindge, to secure efficiency and economy in 
the process of developing the town and to keep it an attractive 
place in which to live and do business, the following ordinance 
is hereby enacted by the voters of said town in special town 
meeting convened, in accordance with authority conferred by 
Chapter 51, Sections 50 to 71 and by Chapter 53, Sections 14 
and 15 of the Revised Laws of New Hampshire 1942. 


ARTICLE I 


1. The following Articles shall apply to the entire town of 
Rindge. 


ARSEICE He II 


1. Nothing in this ordinance shall be construed to prevent 
the continuance of any existing use of land or buildings. 


ARTICLE III 


1. When any non-conforming use is discontinued for at least 
one year the land or building must thereafter be used in con- 
formity with this ordinance. 

2. No new junk yard or place for the storage of discarded 
machinery, vehicles or other materials shall be maintained in 
any part of said town of Rindge unless a written permit to make 
exception to this requirement is applied for and granted by the 
Board of Selectmen. 

3. The following types of signs shall be permitted: Town, 
State and Federal Highway directional and regulatory signs, 
historic signs, those relating to the sale or lease of the premises, 
the profession or home occupation of the occupant, property — 
restriction signs, identification signs for residences, the sale of 
goods or products sold on the premises, except that in such 
cases no sign or group of signs shall exceed twenty-five square 
feet in area. 

4. New commercial, business or industrial enterprise shall be 
encouraged, provided that such commercial, business or indus- 
trial enterprise is in no way harmful to the general welfare of 
the Community. 
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ARTICLE IV 


1. Any new structure or extension of existing structure in- 
tended for any use shall be set back from the front property line 
at least thirty feet or a distance no nearer the front property 
line than the average distance of existing properties for five 
hundred feet in either direction along and on the same side of 
said street but shall be set back at least ten feet and any such 
structure shall be set back from the side and rear lot lines at 
least twenty feet unless a permit to make exception to these re- 
quirements is applied for and granted by the Board of Selectmen. 

2. The frontage of any lot on lakes, ponds, Federal and State 
highways shall be a minimum of one hundred (100) feet and on 
all other roads a minimum of one hundred and fifty (150) feet. 


ARTICLE V 


1. The Selectmen shall appoint a Board of Adjustment con- 
forming in membership and duties to the provisons of Chapter 
51, Sections 56 through 71 inclusive of the Revised Laws of New 
Hampshre 1942, said Board to serve without compensation. 


ARTICLE VI 


1. Upon any well founded information that this ordinance is 
being violated, the Selectmen shall, on their own initiative, take 
immediate steps to enforce the provisions of this ordinance by 
seeking an injuncton in the Superior Court or by any other 
appropriate legal action. 

2. Whoever violates any of the provisions of the above regu- 
lations shall be punished upon conviction by a fine not exceeding 
$10 for each day of each violation. 


ARTICLE VII 


1. This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of 
any legal town meeting when such amendment is published in 
the warrant calling for the meeting and when such amendment 
has received a public hearing, which hearing has been advertised 
and given a legal fifteen day notice. 


2. This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage.
